LONDON (AP) - Britain ’s 28 0,000 
co al min ers g o o n strike at midn ig ht 
to n ig ht in a mo v e ex p ected to p ro du ce 
the n atio n ’s wo rst eco n o mic crisis 
sin ce the dark day s o f Wo rld War II. 
The ex ecu tiv e bo ard o f the min ers’ 
u n io n refu sed Friday to p o stp o n e the 
strike, desp ite an ap p eal by Prime 
Min ister Edward Heath to wait u n til 
after the g en eral electio n Feb. 28 . The 
bo ard’s v o te was 20-6. 
So me o f tho se who v o ted ag ain st 
p o stp o n emen t claimed their men were 
ready to stag e wildcat strikes if the 
ex ecu tiv e co mmittee wen t ag ain st a 
walko u t. Min ers at sev eral p its hav e 
ju mp ed the g u n by failin g to rep o rt fo r 
wo rk, an d co al p ro du ctio n this week 
was o n ly 30 p er cen t o f n o rmal. 


The min ers’ strike threat an d a 
three-m o n th wo rk slo wdo wn that 
p ro du ced a n atio n al p o wer sho rtag e 
were key cau ses o f Heath’s decisio n 
last Thu rsday to call the electio n .

Britain Facing 
Worst Economic 
Crisis Since War 


LONDON (AP) - Britain’s 280,000 
coal miners go on strike at midnight 
tonight in a move expected to produce 
the nation’s worst economic crisis 
since the dark days of World War II. 
The executive board of the miners’ 
union refused Friday to postpone the 
strike, despite an appeal by Prime 
Minister Edward Heath to wait until 
after the general election Feb. 28. The 
board’s vote was 20-6. 
Some of those who voted against 
postponement claimed their men were 
ready to stage wildcat strikes if the 
executive committee went against a 
walkout. Miners at several pits have 
jumped the gun by failing to report for 
work, and coal production this week 
was only 30 per cent of normal. 


The miners’ strike threat and a 
three-m onth work slowdown that 
produced a national power shortage 
were key causes of Heath’s decision 
last Thursday to call the election. Coal 
provides 70 per cent of the country’s 
electricity, and the power shortage 
already has forced the government to 
put nonessential industries on a three- 
day work week.

bring more severe power cutbacks. 
The government has warned that 
blackouts of up to nine hours a day 
may be needed. Industry sources ex­ 
pect the short weeks to produce 
widespread business bankruptcies and 
a 16 per cent unemployment level by 
election day. 
The giant, state-owned British Steel 
Corp. said its output, already down 25 
per cent, will run at only 40 per cent 
capacity within three weeks because 
coal fuels most of the furnaces. 
The strikers have the blessing of the 
10-million-member Trades Union 
Congress, the parent body of all British 
labor unions. The transport and gen­ 
eral workers’ union, with more than a 
million m em bers, and the train 
engineers have agreed not to transport 
coal during the strike. 
The miners’ leaders have issued 
strict instructions on picketing, in an 
apparent attempt not to alienate public 
opinion with a repetition of the violent 
scenes of their 1972 strike. Then, 
thousand-man armies of pickets fought 
with police in illegal efforts to keep 
coal trucks from reaching power 
stations. One picket was killed. 


On the surface, the nation does not 
look like a country under siege. Movie 
theaters, restaurants, night clubs, 
stores and bars are still open, and 
there’s no apparent shortage of food or 
other essentials. 


But more than 1.5 million of Britain’s 
25 million workers are unemployed or 
underemployed because of the short 
weeks. Many streets are blacked out to 
cut down use of electricity. Television 
networks shut down at 10:30 at night. 


JERUSALEM (AP) 
- Israeli 
Premier Golda Meir says her country 
will not withdraw from Syrian 
territory on the Golan Heights held 
before the October war. 
Mrs. Meir on Friday told Israeli 
settlers in the area that the Heights is 
an “inseparable part of Israel,” ac­ 
cording to the Israeli state radio. 
The settlers have expressed concern 
that some of the Heights would be 
returned to the Arabs as part of a troop 
disengagem ent pact with Syria. 
Newspaper reports said that Israel 
would consider withdrawing one to 
three miles behind the lines set after 
the 1967 war. 
Israel has expressed willingness to 
return 300 square miles of Syrian 
territory captured when Israeli ar­ 
mored units drove beyond the Heights 
Probe Shows 
Nixon Owes 
M ore Taxes

The 
chairman of the congressional com­ 
mittee looking into President Nixon’s 
tax returns says a preliminary in­ 
vestigation indicates the President 
owes additional taxes. 


“We are going to say how much the 
President owes,” Sen. Russell B. Long, 
chairman of the Senate-House Internal 
Revenue Taxation Committee, said 
Friday. 
Long added, “We don’t have any 
information to indicate that the 
President was not in good faith” when 
he filed his federal income tax returns 
for 1969-72. 
The White House had no comment on 
the Louisiana Democrat’s statements. 
The committee is investigating the 
validity of Nixon’s $576,000 deduction 
for a gift of his papers to the National 
Archives and a possible capital gains 
liability resulting from sale of some 
San Clemente, Calif, real estate. 
The committee staff has said it may 
be ready to report to the committee by 
the end of this month. 
The Internal Revenue Service also is 
re-auditing the 1969-72 returns. 
In a television interview recorded 
for showing by Louisiana stations, the 
senator was asked about reports that 
Nixon might owe more than $300,000. 
Long replied: 
“You said th a t... but I heard you and 
I can’t contradict it.” 
“Everything I know would indicate 
that he (Nixon) did what his lawyer 
and his accountant told him to do,” 
Long said. 
“He claimed deductions that they 
thought, or, at least, that they advised 
him, they felt he was entitled to take... 
If he had put as much time on his tax 
returns as one of our more con­ 
scientious senators does, just working 
diligently, he wouldn’t have had time 
to be President,” Long added. 
The question was raised in the in­ 
terview of whether there might be a 
taxpayers’ revolt if it was revealed 
that the President had underpaid his 
taxes substantially. 
“When the taxpayers see how this 
thing works out, there won’t be any 
taxpayers’ revolt,” Long said. 
“I just urge you to just wait until we 
can report because we are going to say 
exactly how much the President 
owes.”

Skylab Crew Healthy, Happy 


ABOARD USS NEW ORLEANS 
(AP) — The third and last trio of 
Skylab astronauts, snapping 
back 
quickly from post-landing dizziness, 
were reported healthy and happy 
today as this Navy carrier bore them 
homeward. 
Returning to earth’s gravity on 
Friday after a record 84 days in space, 
Gerald P. Carr, Edward G. Gibson and 
William R. Pogue said they felt lead­ 
footed but generally quite good. 
“I never knew I weighed this much,” 
Gibson said after walking out of the 
Apollo command ship that brought the 
men back from space. 
The New Orleans, which pulled the 
spacecraft from the ocean some 177 
miles southwest of San Diego, Calif., 
was due in San Diego about noon EDT 
today. 
The astronauts will remain aboard 
the carrier in San Diego harbor until 
4:50 p.m. EDT Sunday. Then, after a 
brief dockside ceremony, they will fly 
to Houston, Tex., for a reunion with 
their families. 
The space agency said the overnight 
stay aboard the New Orleans would 
give doctors the opportunity for more 
m edical exam inations before the 


astronauts’ bodies further adapt to 
earth’s gravity. 
Space agency flight surgeon Dr. 
Jerry 
Hordinsky 
said 
after 
preliminary medical exams Friday 
that the Skylab 3 crew was at least as 
healthy, if not healthier, than the men 
of Skylab 2 after their 59-day mission. 
National Aeronautics and Space 
Administration doctors got a start on 
finding out the crew’s exact health 
status with more than six hours of tests 
on board ship Friday. The astronauts 
faced about double that amount of time 
in tests today and more tests Sunday. 
Dr. Royce Hawkins, a NASA health 
official, said at the Johnson Space 
Center in Houston that he was elated 
and delighted with the first reports on 
the crew’s condition. Unless extensive 
tests show deleterious changes in their 
bodies, it appears men could fly in 
space for a year or two without much 
trouble, he said. 
Carr, Gibson and Pogue spent more 
time exercising than the two previous 
crews, and this was widely held to be 
the chief reason for their seemingly 
good health on returning. 
“Boy, if we hadn’t exercised, we 
would have been like jellyfish when we 
Ohio Truckers 
Get Pact Details

A spokesman for an independent 
trucker group said early today 
regional leaders rn the trucking strike 
have agreed to recom m end ac­ 
ceptance of the proposed settlement 
worked out Thursday with gvemment 
officials in Washington. 
leonard Fleet, who represented the 
Council of Independent Truckers 
(CIT) in the Washington talks, was 
cautiously optimistic, calling the ac­ 
ceptance by regional leaders a “first 
step” toward ending the trucking 
shutdown. 
Fleet said 35 to 40 persons from Ohio, 
Pennsylvania and Michigan attended 
the meeting at the home of Lester 
Salsgiver in Lodi. 
Ohio has been a center of strike 
activity, and George Rynn, CIT 
president, has called the proposed 
settlement inadequate. 
But Rynn said the proposal would be 
put to a vote. 
Another CIT leader said at a meeting 
at the council’s headquarters in 
Barberton Friday night that the 
truckers will continue their shutdown 
until the government rolls back fuel 
prices. 
However, he said the proposal will 
be presented to the membership at a 
meeting Sunday night at Barberton 
High School. 
Fleet, who flew to Ohio from 
Washington Friday, said he is “going 
out into the field” today and Sunday to 


talk to truckers and explain the 
Washington settlement. 
He said those leaders he met with 
Friday night had opposed the set­ 
tlement because “they didn’t have 
enough information” but changed 
their position after hearing details. 
“They accepted the settlement just 
as we did in Washington.” 
Fleet said major factors in the 
settlement are provision for allowing 
the truckers to add a surcharge to their 
rates to recover increased fuel costs, 
“plus the fuel availability.” 
Earlier, Fleet told newsmen at 
Cleveland 
Hopkins International 
Airport an “ immediate effect (of the 
settlement) will be to assure Sunday 
sales of fuel to truckers.” 
He said also the proposal includes 
“ the m eans of transferring fuel 
reserves from one region of the 
country...to other regions where the 
fuel is in short supply.” 
Meanwhile, 
truck traffic 
was 
reported on the increase in Ohio. 
However, a state official said the 
number of layoffs blamed on the 
truckers’ strike also continued to in­ 
crease.

Department of Economic and Com­ 
munity Development said the total 
layoffs had climbed to 30,000 Friday 
from 29,000 Thursday. 
Mountain said the departm ent 
estimates if the shutdown continues 
layoffs could total 80,000 by the end of 
next week. 
Sm all Breaks Seen In Trucking Shutdow n

Small breaks began appearing today 
in the 10-day-old strike by independent 
truck drivers. 
There still was strong resistance 
from many of the drivers whose 
refusal to move their cargoes of food, 
petroleum 
and 
industrial 
parts 
brought widespread layoffs and spot 
shortages of food and gasoline. 
It appeared certain that most of the 
tens of thousands of parked rigs had 
not yet begun to move. 
But 
two 
autom akers recalled 
furloughed workers after saying truck 
shipment of needed material had 
resumed. 
And several among the literally 
dozens 
of 
independent 
trucker 
organizations which have sprung up 
overnight began Friday night to urge 
their loosely organized memberships 
back on the road. Truck traffic was 
reported up slightly; a convoy of 20 
produce-filled trucks headed out of 
Florida for the produce-short Nor­ 
theast. 
National officers of the Fraternal 
Steel Haulers Association, who claim 
to represent several thousand drivers, 
voted unanimously to recommend that 
their members accept government 


promises of all the fuel they need and 
immediate increases in freight rates. 
Similar action was reported in 
Detroit Lakes, Minn., by the 800- 
m em ber 
Midwest 
Independent 
Truckers 
Association. 
Trucker 
spokesmen Leonard Fleet, on a swing 
through Ohio to promote and explain 
the settlement he helped negotiate, 
said early today he had been assured 
by some independent trucker leaders 
in Michigan, Ohio and Pennsylvania 
that they were urging their men back 
on the road. 
To make up for recent and future 
fuel price hikes, truckers will get an 
immediate increase of six per cent in 
the amount they charge for their 
cargo. That increase, which one driver 
said would mean about $30 more on a 
Philadelphia to Chicago run, even­ 
tually will show up in the prices con­ 
sum ers pay for truck-transported 
goods. 
These developments, and mediation 
efforts by persons who were urged by 
President Nixon to “get the word out in 
the trucker’s language,” caused some 
officials to say they looked for over- 
the-road movement of freight to be 
back to normal by Monday. 
Government officials said truck 


traffic was up 20 per cent. The exact 
increase was not possible to deter­ 
mine, and a heavy snowfall on the 
Atlantic Seaboard made it tougher to 
determine whether traffic was up 
significantly. 
But 
at least 
100,000 
persons 
remained unemployed. And several 
thousand of the more militant truckers 
continued to vow they would not go 
back to work until diesel fuel prices 
are rolled back. 
National Guardsmen remained on 
duty in eight states. Minnesota Gov. 
Wendell R. Anderson ordered state 
police on 12-hour shifts; Alabama Gov. 
George C. Wallace called out National 
Guard Military Police. 
Violence that has marked this strike 
from the beginning was down sharply. 
But it was not ended. 
Three shotgun blasts were fired over 
a truck near Tyler, Tex. In Virginia, 
another trucker escaped injury when a 
bullet was fired at his vehicle from an 
oncoming car near Gala on U.S. 220. 
The shot missed his truck. 
In Washington, Atty. Gen. William 
B. Saxbe said the Justice Department 
is investigating IO potential antitrust 
conspiracy cases related to the strike. 
He also said investigators were 


checking out strike leaders to see 
where their money and support came 
from. 
That announcement drew an im­ 
mediate blast from Pennsylvania Gov. 
Milton J. Shapp, the man who got the 
settlement talks started and who now 
is promoting its acceptance. 
Shapp wired Nixon to protest any 
civil action against the truckers, and 
he told an assembled crowd of 125 
drivers in Bartonsville, Pa.: “To hell 
with Nixon.” 
Shapp got a cool reception from the 
truckers, who em phasized their 
continued demand for a diesel price 
rollback. They said, and other truckers 
agreed, that solving drivers’ problems 
by upping freight rates was only going 
to hurt consumers, a group they also 
belong to. 
Shapp argued that the settlement 
was an improvement and asked the 
drivers to go back to work for 60 days 
while congressional proposals to roll 
back the price of some domestic oil are 
debated. Such an action presumably 
also would mean a rollback in diesel 
fuel prices. 
Trucker spokesman Fleet told other 
truckers the settlement was money in 
their pockets and said a fuel price 


rollback could not be won. He ap­ 
parently was echoing federal energy 
chief William E. Simon, who said 
Friday a rollback would be folly and 
detrimental to federal policies of 
allowing 
higher 
prices 
as 
en­ 
couragement for new oil production. 
Some truckers were not buying those 
arguments. Groups of 300 and 400 
truckers voted Thursday and Friday in 
Georgia, Florida, Texas, Missouri, 
Illinois, Connecticut, M innesota, 
Delaware, Arizona and North and 
South Dakota to continue the strike. 
“How can they stop it?” asked 
driver Bill Gentry in Lone Star, Tex. 
“Can they make me put that truck on 
the road if I don’t want to? I’ll park it 
in the yard and get a job digging 
postholes.” 
F riday’s economic developments 
were as varied as the drivers’ various 
decisions on the settlement. 
Several small meat-packing plants 
said they would try to reopen. General 
Motors said it was recalling 2,200 
furloughed workers at a Dayton, Ohio, 
plant. American Motors was telling 
7,100 workers at two plants to report 
back to work Sunday. The two firms 
said truck delivery of needed parts had 
resumed.

M essage Set 


WASHINGTON (AP) - President 
Nixon is taking to radio to elaborate on 
the transportation m easures he 
proposed in his State of the Union 
message last week. 
The President scheduled a live 
broadcast from the White House for 
3:06 p.m. EDT today. The ABC, CBS 
and NBC radio networks planned to 
carry the \5-minute speech. 
Aides said Nixon would supplement 
today's talk with a transportation 
message to Congress in a few days. 
In his State of the Union address and 
in his fiscal 1975 budget proposal last 
Tuesday, Nixon recommended that 
outlays for transportation programs 
be increased by $600 million above the 
1974 level of $9 billion. 
Under the administration’s proposed 
Unified Transportation Assistance 
Program, federal funds would be pro­ 
vided for construction of noninterstate 
highways and mass transit systems 
and for purchase of buses and rail 
cars. For the first time, some federal 
funds also would be available to help 
subsidize transit operations. 
Pending enactment of the program, 
Nixon said, capital grants for mass 
transit would be increased by more 
than 50 per cent, to $1.4 billion. 
Highways would get $4.8 billion of 
the total transportation budget, in­ 
cluding some $250 million to correct 
dangerous road crossings and bridges. 
Nixon also has said he would 
propose modernizing the regulatory 
system 
governing 
the 
nation’s 
railroads to help rail carriers operate 
and compete more effectively with 
other modes of transportation. 
The President in his State of the 
Union address linked the enerev crisis 
with the 
need 
for 
an 
efficient 
transportation system that would 
permit Am ericans to travel at 
reasonable cost.

Energy Pinch Studied 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) - Ohio is 
planning the first study in the nation of 
the effects of the energy crisis on 
outdoor recreation, state Natural Re­ 
sources Director William Nye said 
Friday. 
Nye announced the state had 
received $10,500 in matching federal 
funds to conduct the study, which will 
be incorporated into the 1975-80 Ohio 
Outdoor Recreation Plan. 
“We foresee a demand for more 
family-oriented recreation facilities 
close to urban areas,” he said. 
The study will be conducted by 
Miami of Ohio University and the 
Department of Natural Resources.

LOW CARBOHYDRATE? 
Yes, you can lose weight on the latest 
recycled version of an old attempt to 
limit calories. But, the Food and 
Nutrition Council of the American 
Medical Association labels such diets 
as “ unscientific and dangerous.” Such 
diets can cause fatigue, a tendency to 
fainting, headache, 
nausea and 
vomiting. It can cause the same type of 
chemical imbalance which diabetics 
have when developing a diabetic 
coma. This chemical imbalance is 
conducive to loss of calcium from the 
bones, particularly hazardous to 
middle-aged and older women. Car­ 
bohydrate diets often have large 
amounts of fat, which in some people 
can raise the cholesterol level in the 
blood. Incidently, the carbohydrate 
diet is not “ new.” The first one was 
probably the “ Banting Diet” of 1863, 
which was long before much about 
nutrition was known. 
With an absence of carbohydrates, 
the kidneys tend to lose salt, and with 
this, a lot of water. This is probably 
why the diet users claim so much 
weight loss at the outset. By the third 
day, the energy level is very low and 
fatigue sets in. Body dehydration 
becomes a problem, causing fainting. 
Is all that really worth a few pounds? 
The real goal is to lose weight, not get 
sick. For most people, eating a diet 
balanced in all foods is best; just 
cutting out seconds can do wonders. 
Eat smaller servings of all foods, from 
all the food groups.

Varieties 
Available

Good oat varieties are available to 
Ohio farmers for 1974 production, 
according to Gordon J. 
Ryder, 
Extension Agronomist at The Ohio 
State University. In fact, he says, 
there are several from which farmers 
can choose. 
Clifford, the most popular variety, 
has earned its reputation because of its 
high quality seed and stiff straw. It is 
an early maturing variety. 
Clintland 60, a 
medium-early 
maturing variety has done well, Ryder 
says, as has Garland, which also has a 
medium early maturity. All three of 
these varieties have proven records 
and the capability of producing high 
yields in Ohio. 
Otee and Dal are two promising new 
varieties, but available seed supplies 
will be limited this year. Otee is about 
a day later than Clintford in maturity. 
It has excellent barley yellow dwarf 
resistance and has an excellent yield 
record to date. It has many of the 
characteristics of Jaycee, plus better 
straw strength, and it stands better 
when 
ripe. 
Many farmers will 
remember that Jaycee had a weakness 
in this regard. 
Dal has a good performance record 
for grain and also for forage. It is 
about a week later than Clintford and 
has excellent rust resistance. 
In the 1972 oat trials, conducted by 
Dale Ray, agronomist at OSU, Otee 
and Dal ranked in the top three at six 
of the seven locations. Of the seven 
locations, the varieties also performed 
well in the 1973 yield trials. 
Ryder concludes that there will be a 
good supply of seed oats available for 
the 1974 planting. However, he adds 
that the two new varieties, Otee and 
Dal, will not be available in abundant 
supply. Each farmer, he points out, 
must calculate for himself if oats will 
be competitive to other crops he can 
grow on his farm. 
The new 1974-75 Agronomy Guides 
are available at the Pickaway County 
Extension Office, at 137 W. Franklin 
Street, in Circleville.

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And So It Grows

Agriculture 
While you’re waiting around for 
spring, take a good look at your land­ 
scape. Does it stack up the way you 
want it to? How about trees and 
shrubs; are they properly located for 
their size and rate of growth? 
Trees and Shrubs 
Selection of plants for maintenance 
requirements should be based on the 
functional use or purpose of the plant 
in the landscape design, according to 
Fred Buscher, Area Extension Agent, 
Horticulture. Some other factors in­ 
clude whether an evergreen or a 
decidious plant is needed; rate of 
growth; ultimate size at maturity; 
effect of flowers, fruit and foliage; and 
form and habit of growth, bark, twig 
and branching characteristics. 
Most trees and shrubs require some 
periodic pruning. Fewer varieties but 
more plants of the same variety can 
result in easier maintenance and will 
help create continuity in the planting 
design, Buscher says. Special cultural 
requirements such as soils, water, 
fertilizer, exposure, pest problems, or 
pruning needs should be known. 
Ground Covers 
With ground cover plantings, 
maintenance is needed the first year 
until the plants are established and 
ground area between the plants is 
covered. Selection of varieties to use 
can be determined on a similar basis 
as for trees and shrubs. Herbicides, as 
recommended in Ohio, can be used for 
weed control. Also, applications of 
fertilizers, mulches, and water hasten 
establishment. Spacing plants at nine 
inches apart will give cover in one 
year, whereas spacing them at 18 
inches apart will provide cover in two 
to three years. Close spacing will cost 
more the first year, but requires less 
maintenance than wider spaced 
plantings.

several feet in diameter. Several spots

He must have had in mind men of the 
calibre of our family doctor, Arthur 
Lucas. 
Dr. Lucas, 
who 
in 
all 
probability would have lost his life in 
the savagery of Hitler’s Germany, has 
practiced medicine in New York since 
he arrived from his native land these 
many years ago. He is the kindest man 
our family knows. 
l#ast week we received a letter from 
him announcing in the calmest of 
phrases that he must close his office in 
face of a serious illness. It moved my 
wife to write to him as follows: 
“ Dear Doctor: 
“ We were devastated to learn today 
that you are retiring because of ill 
health; devastated for two reasons. 
First and foremost, because you are 
ill. (Somehow, one never thinks of 
one’s doctor ever getting sick.) And, 
second, from a selfish viewpoint. To 
whom can we turn now? We’ve leaned 
on you for a quarter of a century, and 
you have never once let us down. 
“ You were that rare and rapidly 
disappearing breed of doctor who will 
come in the middle of the night in case 
of emergency, and how often you did 
just that for us. Even for friends and 
relatives of ours you didn’t even know, 
I ’ll never forget your ploughing 
through a terrible snowstorm one night 
to give my mother an emergency shot 
of insulin. 
“ You were also that extremely rare 
breed of doctor who did everything 
possible to prevent the patient’s 
having an operation you considered 
unnecessary. Remember the crazy 
time a surgeon and you had an 
argument at the foot of Bob’s bed? The 
other doctor insisted that he be rushed 
to the hospital immediately for an 
appendectomy. You said that all he 
needed was a high colonic. Well, he 
still has his appendix 20 years later. 
“ Then there was the time I went to 
another doctor for a pain in my hip. 
You were in Israel at the time, as a 
consultant to their hospital system. 
Anyway, the doctor took X-rays and 
told me I needed an operation on my 
hip. I waited until you returned. 
You took your own X-rays and 
cleared up the trouuble with one shot of 
something or other. You were the rare 
kind who really cares about his 
patients, 
and 
helps 
with 
the 
psychological as well as the physical 
problems that araise in a family. As 
you forcibly retire, take comfort from 
the fact that over the long years you 
did your very best, far beyond the call 
of duty, and that you were deeply 
appreciated. 
“ It’s sad that doctors like you and 
pharmacists like my dad was are but 
fading memories of a gentler, happier, 
more trusting bast. I was brought up in

WASHINGTON (AP) - The federal 
government has been told that the 
impact of the Arab oil embargo may be 
less severe than had been expected. 
And, a semiadvisory group reported 
Thursday, oil imports may actually 
increase in February and March. 
For the first quarter of 1974, the 
group said, the United States may face 
an 11 per cent oil shortage instead of 
the 14 per cent predicted only last De­ 
cember. 
The 
report was made 
to 
the 
Emergency 
Petroleum 
Supply 
Committee — an oil industry advisory 
group with a government official as its 
chairman — by one of its sub­ 
committees. 
Walter Uhle, a retired Caltex vice 
president who presented the sub­ 
committee report, said the Arab oil 
embargo 
was 
most 
severe 
in 
December, before the Arab nations 
began relaxing their oil cut-off to all 
but a few nations considered friendly 
to Israel. 
“ The relaxation has improved the 
situation, essentially, outside the 
United States,” Uhle said. 
For the first quarter of this year, he 
said, Europe can expect a five per cent 
oil shortage instead of the 18 per cent 
predicted in December; Japan and 
South Korea may be 10 per cent short 
instead of 15 to 25 per cent; and the 
“ free world” shortage should be about 
7 per cent instead of 13 per cent. 
Uhle said the new first quarter 
estimates assume that the Arabs will 
continue their embargo against the 
United States, the Netherlands, Portu­ 
gal and South Africa. 
Even so, the United States was 
expected to benefit from increased 
Arab oil production. 
Federal officials have admitted 
some Arab oil was being leaked to the 
United States. 
As late as Thursday afternoon, 
however, four hours after Uhle’s 
report but apparently before it made 


its way through official channels, John 
C. Sawhill, deputy administrator of the 
Federal Energy Office said there was 
no reason to expect any change from 
present oil import levels until the 
embargo is lifted. 
Uhle reported, however, that the 
advisory subcommittee expected 
imports to increase in February and 
March. First-quarter petroleum im­ 
ports, he estimated, would average 
about 5.5 million barrels a day, some 
300,000 higher than last week’s level.

CLEVELAND, Ohio (A P )- Charles 
E. Spahr, chairman of the Standard Oil 
Co. (Ohio), says gasoline rationing 
“ looks more and more like a near term 
necessity.” 
Speaking at the City Club Forum 
Friday, Spahr said the nation needs an 
energy policy “ that will stimulate 
development” of oil and gas resources. 
He added that the nation “ badly needs 
wise and enlightened direction from 
the federal government, not more of 
what we have had in the past.” 
He said the current energy crunch is 
“ the result of an eroding process that 
was visible 20 years ago.” 
“ Through legislation and regulation 
the entire energy industry was slowly 
strangled,” he added.

He must have had in mind men of the 
calibre of our family doctor, Arthur 
Lucas.

probability would have lost his life in 
the savagery of Hitler’s Germany, has 
practiced medicine in New York since 
he arrived from his native land these 
many years ago. He is the kindest man 
our family knows. 
I^ast week we received a letter from 
him announcing in the calmest of 
phrases that he must close his office in 
face of a serious illness. It moved my 
wife to write to him as follows: 
“Dear Doctor: 
“We were devastated to learn today 
that you are retiring because of ill 
health; devastated for two reasons. 
First and foremost, because you are 
ill. (Somehow, one never thinks of 
one’s doctor ever getting sick.) And, 
second, from a selfish viewpoint. To 
whom can we turn now? We’ve leaned 
on you for a quarter of a century, and 
you have never once let us down. 
“You were that rare and rapidly 
disappearing breed of doctor who will 
come in the middle of the night in case 
of emergency, and how often you did 
just that for us. Even for friends and 
relatives of ours you didn't even know, 
I’ll never forget your ploughing 
through a terrible snowstorm one night 
to give my mother an emergency shot 
of insulin. 
“ You were also that extremely rare 
breed of doctor who did everything 
possible to prevent the patient’s 
having an operation you considered 
unnecessary.

Suppose a political activist buys one 
share of stock in a corporation that 
makes guns. His purpose is to gain 
access to a list of shareholders, so he 
can arouse their opposition to the 
company’s products. 
Would the company have to let him 
see the books? 
Most courts faced with this question 
have said no. True, every stockholder 
is a co-owner of the corporation. 
However, say these courts, the 
relationship is strictly economic, not 
political. To see the books he must 
have an economic motive. He must be 
acting, at least in part, to protect his 
investment. 
The activist shareholder is new but 
the problem is old: how open should a 
corporation’s books be? Clearly, there 
has to be some sort of limitation on 
access. As one judge explained, in 
barring a stockholder who was “ just 
curious” : 
“ Considering the huge size of many 
modern corporations and the com­ 
plicated nature of their bookkeeping, 
to 
perm it 
their 
thousands 
of 
stockholders to roam at will through 
their records would render impossible 
not only any attempt to keep their 
records efficiently but the proper 
carrying on of their businesses.” 
On the other hand, a stockholder 
with a legitimate economic motive 
generally cannot be prevented from 
seeing the books merely because the 
management doesn’t happen to like 
him. 
One stockholder was refused access 
to his company’s books because he was 
considered a "troublemaker.” He was 
indeed a troublemaker. But the trouble 
he wanted to make was getting rid of 
the management, which he thought 
was doing a bad job of running the 
business. 
In these circumstances, a court 
ordered the company to open the books 
for his inspection. The court said that 
for a disgruntled investor, throwing 
the management out was a natural and 
proper objective.

Suppose a political activist buys one 
share of stock in a corporation that 
makes guns. His purpose is to gain 
access to a list of shareholders, so he 
can arouse their opposition to the 
company’s products. 
Would the company have to let him 
see the books? 
Most courts faced with this question 
have said no. True, every stockholder 
is a co-owner of the corporation. 
However, say these courts, the 
relationship is strictly economic, not 
political. To see the books he must 
have an economic motive. He must be 
acting, at least in part, to protect his 
investment. 
The activist shareholder is new but 
the problem is old: how open should a 
corporation’s books be? Clearly, there 
has to be some sort of limitation on 
access. As one judge explained, in 
barring a stockholder who was “ just 
curious’’: 
“ Considering the huge size of many 
modern corporations and the com­ 
plicated nature of their bookkeeping, 
to 
permit 
their 
thousands 
of 
stockholders to roam at will through 
their records would render impossible 
not only any attempt to keep their 
records efficiently but the proper 
carrying on of their businesses.” 
On the other hand, a stockholder 
with a legitimate economic motive 
generally cannot be prevented from 
seeing the books merely because the 
management doesn’t happen to like 
him. 
One stockholder was refused access 
to his company’s books because he was 
considered a “troublemaker.” He was 
indeed a troublemaker. But the trouble 
he wanted to make was getting rid of 
the management, which he thought 
was doing a bad job of running the 
business. 
In these circumstances, a court 
ordered the company to open the books 
for his inspection. The court said that 
for a disgruntled investor, throwing 
the management out was a natural and 
proper objective.

Two adults and two youths were 
sentenced 
in 
Pickaway 
County 
Juvenile Court this past week. Other 
cases on the week's docket included 
the transfer of two cases, termination 
of 14 and the dismissal of four. 
Debra Jean Hughes, Route 1, 
Clarksburg and Delbert Thomas, 
Hillsboro, pleaded guilty to con­ 
tributing to the delinquency of a minor 
filed 
by 
the Circleville 
Police 
Department. Each of the adult 
defendants was sentenced to a six 
months jail term with all the time 
suspended except a sentence equal to 
the one they received in Circleville 
Municipal Court. Jevenile Judge Guy 
Cline ordered the two jail terms to run 
concurrently, fined the pair $100 each 
and placed them on probation for three 
years. 
A 16-year-old Circleville girl was 
sentenced to 20 days in jail for school 
truancy.

Charges of school truancy were 
dismissed against a 15-year-old Orient 
girl and a 16-year-old Circleville boy.

Two cases were transferred to other 
counties and 14 cases were terminated 
with the Pickaway County Children’s 
Services.

The independent truckers’ strike has 
resulted in higher grovery prices and 
some shortages in the Geveland area, 
but apparently hasn’t affected Co­ 
lumbus. 
A spot check in the two cities shows 
the protest, which has been con­ 
centrated in northeast Ohio, has had 
the greatest impact there. 
A spokesman for a Cleveland 
grovery chain said the trucker shut­ 
down “ definitely had an effect on the 
supply (of meat) and drove the price 
up.” 
“ There seems to be some easing up 
today (Friday) in that some loads of 
meat are beginning to move to the 
East,” he added. “ Next week will tell 
the story.” 
The spokesman said meat prices 
went up 10 to 15 cents per pounds in the 
last week because of the truck 
situation. 
The shortage has been mostly in 
chicken and pork, he said, noting that 
most beef is shipped by rail. 
“ We seem to have enough at the 
moment, but it’s tight,” he said. 
In Columbus, spokesmen at three 
grovery chains and one independent 
store said they were having no 
problems. 
Ben Stafford, owner of Stafford’s 
Greendale Market in Columbus, said 
his regular orders for meat, poultry, 
canned goods and produce have been 
arriving on schedule. 
“ We do look for it (shortages) next 
week,” Stafford said. “ That’s on ac­ 
count of what the papers say. But from 
what the suppliers say, we haven’t 
heard anything.” 
The manager of a Columbus chain 
store said he had no shortages except 
in poultry, and “ not to any great 
degree” there.

Two adults and two youths were 
sentenced 
in 
Pickaway 
County 
Juvenile Court this past week. Other 
cases on the week’s docket included 
the transfer of two cases, termination 
of 14 and the dismissal of four. 
Debra Jean Hughes, Route I, 
Clarksburg and Delbert Thomas,

N o Food Shortage Seen 
For Now In Columbus Area

The independent truckers’ strike has 
resulted in higher grovery prices and 
some shortages in the Cleveland area, 
but apparently hasn’t affected Co­ 
lumbus. 
A spot check in the two cities shows 
the protest, which has been con­ 
centrated in northeast Ohio, has had 
the greatest impact there. 
A spokesman for a Cleveland 
grovery chain said the trucker shut­ 
down “ definitely had an effect on the 
supply (of meat) and drove the price 
up.” 
“ There seems to be some easing up 
today (Friday) in that some loads of 
meat are beginning to move to the 
East,” he added. “ Next week will tell 
the story.” 
The spokesman said meat prices 
went up IO to 15 cents per pounds in the 
last 
week because of the truck 
situation. 
The shortage has been mostly in 
chicken and pork, he said, noting that 
most beef is shipped by rail. 
“ We seem to nave enough at the 
moment, but ifs tight,” he said. 
In Columbus, spokesmen at three 
grovery chains and one independent 
store 
said they were 
having no 
problems. 
Ben Stafford, owner of Stafford’s 
Greendale Market in Columbus, said 
his regular orders for meat, poultry, 
canned goods and produce have been 
arriving on schedule. 
“ We do look for it (shortages) next 
week,” Stafford said. “ That’s on ac­ 
count of what the papers say. But from 
what the suppliers say, we haven’t 
heard anything.” 
The manager of a Columbus chain 
store said he had no shortages except 
in poultry, and “ not to any great 
degree” there.
